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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission, including amendment to claims, filed on 4/7/04 has been 
entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a plasma processing 
apparatus comprising: a microwave transmission device for transmitting microwave into a 
plasma process chamber through a dielectric, wherein the microwave propagates 
perpendicularly to the surface of the dielectric, and an electrically conductive slot antenna plate 
placed on a side of the dielectric that is facing the process chamber, wherein the slot antenna 
plate including an opening having a longer side with its length equal to half the space 
wavelength of the microwave to effectively allow microwave to be transmitted therethrough.
